The expulsion followed a hearing of 
several day s, during which Comerford 
tried to adduce evidence to support 
aspersions cast at his fellow legisla 
tors during a speech in Chicago.

had asserted that certain men tried 
to buy votes for a minority Demo­ 
cratic leader at a caucus in J anuary . 
The 
investigating committee 
found 
that these charges were not true. The 
defendant was allowed to plead his 
case before the whole house, but at 
the close of his address only thirteen 
members voted against his expulsion.

reconsideration. 
The motion was 
laid on the table.
